The aurora borealis,

northern 
lights, apparently afreets the wireless 
telegraph waves that 
pass between 
Hammerfest, Norway, and the north­ 
ernmost station in the world at Green 
Harbor, Spitsbergen. Often the polar 
light so weakens the wireless waves 
that the operator in the receiving-sta- 
tion at Spitsbergen can hardly 
hear 
them, and at times communication is 
wholly interrupted. On the other hand, 
the appearance of the northern lights 
seems to strengthen the waves that 
are sent southward. 
Once, when the 
aurora was so bright in Spitsbergen 
that it was mentioned in a dispatch 
to Norway, the receiving operator at 
Hammerfest, when the polar light was 
not visible, noticed an extraordinary 
| Increase in the volume and distinct- 
i ness of the signals.

There are 
not enough of these deputies, but at 
present, even if there 
were 
more, 
they have no legal 
authority to go 
out of the city, 
and 
that is where 
most of the milk comes from. 
“The new milk bill would create a 
miik departm ent with 
a 
chief and 
twelve deputies, who would l>o auth­ 
orized by law to go out in the coun­ 
t y , even to other states from which 
milk is shipped, to the 
farms 
to 
make inspections and 
especially to 
see if the cows 
were 
healthy and 
free from tuberculosis. 
“The law would also affect the lo- 
cal dealers w ho would be required to 
I ave licenses, 
and 
these 
licenses 
would be revocable if the dealers did 
not comply w ith the laws. The situa­ 
tion in St. Louis is serious. Much of 
the milk sold here contains as high 
as two or three millions bacteria to 
the cubic centimeter. And some of 
the samples taken w ere so 
bad that 
i quantitive analysis could not 
be 
made, even when the milk was di­ 
luted. The new bill will allow* up to 
one million bacteria per cubic a n t i ­ 
meter.

“A few of the dairies are trying to 
have better milk, but I advise all of 
my friends and especially my pati­ 
en ts 
t o use certified milk. But there 
iv only 600 gallons of this being used 
{n the city a day. and 
th at m eans 
at the very* best about 2.400 families 
with one quart each. The certified 
.nilIv allow** 20,000 bacteria to the cu­ 
bic centimeter, but th at is about as 
pure as milk can be made. 
“The people of St. Louis who get 
♦he best, milk now are those who buy 
the certified and th e extremely poor 
who get the 
milk 
for 
practically 
nothing from th e pure milk commis­ 
sion. 
The 
people 
betw*een 
these 
classes get m ost of the germ-infest­ 
ed milk. Till* milk contains bacilli 
cf almost every knowm disease.” 
Dr. T uttle said th e new 
bill, 
if 
passed, would 
not 
conflict, 
as so 
many seem to think, with the inter­ 
state commerce laws. There is such 
a bill in effect in New York, and the 
deputies go into New Jersey and oth­ 
e r surrounding states. 
H e said he 
feared the bill w’otild be lost, how­ 
ever, as the big local dairy interests 
a ie fighting it. But the commission, 
he declared, will continue lo present 
bills until one is passed.
